Long Says Dewey’s Dispatch 
Is No Cause fer Fear. 


OREGON WILL IMPRESS NATIVES 


THIS, AT LEAST, IS OFFICIAL 
THEORY AS GIVEN OUT. 


Opponents of the Administration Be- 
lieve That the Dispatch Was Re- 
quested of the Admiral to 
Influence Legislation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2%.—Excitement 
ovér Admiral Dewey’s request for the Ore- 
gon ‘has iquietly greatly. Had Secretary 
Long supposed that Admiral Dewey’s dis- 
patch’ asking for the Oregon ‘‘for politica! 
reasons’’ would be interpreted to mean that 
the, Admiral fears foreign interference the 
message, he says, would not have been 
given to the public. The Secretary said to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

‘I do not believe it means foreign inter- 
ference. I believe Admiral Dewey wants 
to. show the insurgents that this country 
has larger warships than are now in the 
Philippines, and for this reason sent for the 
Oregon. ‘He has no large battleship, and 
a ‘demonstration of strength may have 


some effect on the natives.’’ 

It was stated positively at the Navy De- 
partment to-day that no inquiry had been 
addressed to Admiral Dewey on the sub- 
ject and that he would not be called upon 
for a ‘further explanation, This means that 
the interpretation placed upon the phrase 
by the administration is exactly that con- 
veyed by Secretary Long. 

A ‘high official of the State Department 


said: 
“Our relations with all the powers in the 
far East are cordial.”’ 

‘The Cabinet gave some attention to Dew- 
ey’s, message, the conclusion reached being 
that Dewey wants the big ship to influence 
the Filipinos through fear. 

It is suggested from naval sources that 
he needs the Oregon to release a number 
of.the smaller ships for other work. He 
has been planning a tour among the other 
islands to establish United States authori- 
ty. It is also necessary to establish a 
close blockade to prevent the insurgents 
ftom receiving supplies. 

‘These projects require a number of ships. 
Dewey cannot spare them now, but when 
the Oregon gets to Manila harbor she will 
be; formidable enough to insure the protec- 
tion of the whole harbor, in conjunction 
with..the.two big monitors, Monterey and 
Monadnock. While these three armored 
vessels are in Manila Bay there is no fear 
that any force can enter or pass out with- 
out their consent. 
‘An unofficial explanation’ circulated 
among Democrats and anti-administration 
Republicans at the capital is that the dis- 
patch was sent upon the order of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for its possible effect 
upon the army bill now before Congress. 
It is explained that never before have im- 
“portant dispatches been immediately made 
public by the departments, particularly 
when of a character calculated to alarm 
the country. 


INSURGENT REPORT IS BITTER. 


They Denounce American Rule in 
Their Story of Incendiarism. 
LONDON, Feb. 25.—The Filipino agent in 
London has communicated to the press the 


following dispatch: 

“Manila, Feb. 23.—The Americans pur- 
chased the prétncipal houses, cafes and 
warehouses on Escolta st., and the insur- 
gents set fire to them last evening. The 
Escolta, from the bridge to Santa Cruzi, 
was burned, and blocks of houses on the 
parallel streets to the Sinondo Church 
were ‘aflame. When the firemen arrived 
the Filipinos cut their hose and fought des- 
perately with the troops. The Filipinos 
also sent a large body of men to rt to 
force an entrance to the old city gates,at the 
same time scaling the walls.

Dr. Hyatt Makes a Sad Mess 
of the Weather. 


MERCURY GOING TO ZERO. 


ST. LOUIS STREETS ALREADY 
LIKE AN ICE RINK. 


Doctors Given Plenty to Do in the Way 
of Setting Broken Bones, and 
Much Damage Is Done by 
the Heavy Rain. 


It will snow in St. Louis Saturday even- 
ing, and Sunday a cold wave, which is 
coming down from the Northwest. wil! in- 
vade the city and reduce the temperature 
to about zero. Dr. R. J. Hyatt, a gentle- 
man Whom the Government hath estab- 
lished here for that purpese, saith so. 

And this is but part of men’s misery. For 
it came to pass that upon the morning of 
the last Saturday of the February of this 


year the weather worked itself into a 
frightful. muss. At 3:20 o'clock, or there- 
abouts, it began to rain, and when the day 
came, with its hidden sun, men peeped 
from their chamber windows, saw the cold 
water which fell against and clung in 
frozen fresco upon them and didn’t know 
whether to’go to’ work or not. 

It was a situation with its funny side and 
its sad iside, and the city was full of men 
who entered their offices with their wet 
side and their dry side, for the water ran 
on the streets and walks, and wherever he 
fell he mopped up water and mud and all 
else that was there. In the midst of it ail 
‘many people were burt. The doctors were 
put to work early in the morning, and it is 
uniikely that they can recall a day in St. 
Louis when they repaired so many broken 
bones and eased the pain of so many 
wounds. A fall upon ice ts a hard fall 
upon a hard surface, and the range of in- 
juries runs from broker collar bones to 
bad bruises. 

Not all the troubles of the morning were 
confined to the streets. There was trouble 
at the home, at the factery and the store. 
The freezing water clogged the eaves and 
encouraged the water to get insides the 
houses and discolor the paper of cellings 
and walls. It destroyed every system of 
drainage and sent streams of water flowin 
where they should not have flowed, an 
there is many a man in the perfect comfort 
of his office to-day who does not know that 
the cellar out home is part full of water, 
and that everything within it is floating 
around like so much drift, to the utter 
despair of his wife. Some of them know it 
because they found it so before they left 
home, but the greater damage was done in 
the mid hours of the forenoon, when one of 
the heaviest rains of the winter was fall- 
ing.

The cold wave will reach the city some- 
time early Sunday morning. The snow 
will come Saturday night. Dr. Hyatt an- 
ticipates that it may be a heavy snow, 
and he is also expecting that about Sun- 
day night it will be very cold in St. Louis 
—something near zero. It was W degrees 
below zero Saturday morning up in the 
British Northwest, and the cold wave ha 
progressed as far south as Central Mon- 
tana and North Dakota. The snow line 
was 200 miles north of St. Louis Satur- 
day morning and rapidly bearing south. 

Dr. Hyatt cannot tell just how far the 
cold will go. It is possible. he says, that 
this wave, as those which brought the 
cold a few weeks ago, may have a re- 
inforcing wave behind it, and if it has 
another wave of intense cold may swee» 
down. Only the lateness of the season leads 
him to bel'eve that the cold. willbe of 


short duration.

Between Jersey City and Philadelphia 
the system was tried over a wire equal in 
resistance to one 1500 miles long. 

There were three receiving machines in 
Jersey City, which took messages sent 
from Philadelphia over one wire and 
printed them on paper, letter size, run 
Or on a roll and clipped in letter paper 
lengths as the messages were received. 
Three pretty girl operators sent mes- 
sages to Philadelphia by pounding on the 
typewriter-like machines. The experi- 
ments seemed to be successful. 

Forty-five words a minute were sent and 
printed. It was intended to send four 
messages each way, eight in all, over the 
same wire, but one of the sending and 
receiving machines Was fncomplete.

Favored Saloonkeepers Will 
_ Be Prosecuted. 


HOW THE LAW IS_ EVADED. 


FERMITs ISSUED TO MEN TO SELL 
LIQUOR ILLEGALLY. 


This Is Done by Commissioner Higgins 
as an Accommodation to Brewer- 
ies That Own Saloons and 
Change the Proprietors. 


Within ea few days the investigations of 
the Lexow Committee into the office of Ex- 
eise Commissioner Higgins will begin to 
bear substantial fruit. Men who are con- 
ducting saloons under permits issued by the 
License Commissioner are to be prosecuted 
jor selling liquor without a license. 

Acting Prosecuting Attorney Charles 
Fensky seni a request Commissioner 
Higgins Saturday to furnish the Chief of 
Police with a —— list of the saloons 
being run under permits. 

Mr Fensky ave he will ask the Chief of 
Police to apply for warrants against every 
one of them 

It was brought out in the testimony of 
Commissioner Higgins’ own assistants be- 
fore the Lexow Committee that it was the 
practice of the office to issue permits when- 
ever they were applied for. 

The law fo:bids the transfer of a license 
from one person to another. The permits 
were issued to evade the law. 

The permits were issued to the lowest 
Cless of saloon keepers, men without money 
or property put in charge of saloons owned 
by the breweries. 

When a man is put in charge of one of 
these brewery saloons his license is paid 
by the brewery. Perhaps in a couple of 
months there is a disagreement and the 
brewery takes the saloon away from the 
man. Another man is placed in charge. 
Inder the law he must have a new license. 
Inder Commissioner Higgins’ way of doing 
business a permit to run under the other 
man’s license is issued, This may occur 
several times in a year. The aggregate of 
such permits issued in a year is very large. 

The bonds of the saloon keeper who holds 
permits are useless because the bond is in 
the name of one man and the license is is- 
sued to another. The holders of permits 
know this and are indifferent as to how 
their places are conducted, It isin ealoons 
conducted. under permits that the most 
crime is hatched and these places give the 
porice the most trouble. Nearly all of the 
permit saloons hs’ve wine rooms attached. 

Mr. Fensky said: ‘Th eissuance of per- 
mits is already illegal. It is equivalent to 
the permission of the transfer, which the 
law expressly prohibits. There would be 
no need for a law to abolish the wine rooms 
if permits were not issued. The saloons 
conducted under permits are run by the 
lowest class of men. Nearly all of the 
wine rooms are connected with saloons 
which are run under permits. 

“The Independent Retail Liquor Dealers’ 
Association applied a year ago, through me, 
for a writ cf mandamus to compel the Ex- 
cise’‘Commissioner to withdraw such a per-

The St. Louis Traction Co. wants the 
city to give it the privilege of bullding and 
operating street railways that will reach 
the city limits at half a dozen points, pass 
through several portions of.

PASSING OF SPEAKER WARD.

FACTIONS GETTING TOGETHER ON 
NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


Financia] Condition of the State Is Re- 
ally Desperate and Democrats 
Have Agreed to Push THrough 
Three Revenue Bills. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFHRSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 25.—This 
week was the most interesting and exciting 
in the history of this Legislature. First 
come the victory of the newspaper corres- 


pondents over a ruling by Speaker Ward 
which practically barred them from the 
floor, then the reduction of the scandalous 
clerical force of the House to something 
like a proper size; the peaceful overture of 
the Governor to Whitecotton and his Fili- 
pinos, and finally, but not least among these 
stirring occurrences, the agreement of the 
Democrats to temporarily suspend hostili- 
ties and rush through several revenue bills 
to the end that the credit and good name of 
the State may be saved. 

The week also saw the passing of Gpeaker 
Ward as a serious factor in the further 
progress of the Legislature. No speaker 
could survive such a history as that of the 
last six weeks. It is probably fortunate 
for his feelings that he was not present 
during the ‘business days of the week. He 
will return to find that the Legislature has 
gone ahead by leaps and bounds during h:‘s 
absence, and that he js no longer the Man 
at the helm. 

The action of the House on the clerical 
force question was inevitable from_ the 
start of the agitation. It could have been 
prevented at the beginning, but it was 
the logical outgrowth of the campaign that 
was made by the winning candidate for 
speaker. The condition only needed to be 
exposed to be stopped, and it was exposed 
to the extent that every citizen of Mis- 
sourl knew. and despised it. As a matter 
of fact, the House had come to the pass 
where it was a case of the tail wagging the 
dog. As one member expressed it, ‘“‘the 
clerical force held a club over the heads 
of its benefactors.”’ 

The reduction of 69 is not as great a6 
could have been made, without injuring the 
public service. But if there is to be any 
further reduction, the incompetents must 
be the ones lopped off. There are plenty 
of competent men on the payroll to do the 
work of the House if all the incompetent 
and lazy ones are discharged. The trouble 
with the recent reduction was that on 
account of the ambiguity of the resolution, 
the heads of most of the departments felt 
under necessity of discharging their most 
competent men, and of retaining those who 
were there by the pull of members or by 
political influence. 


Out of the clerical force fight, which was 

bitter, grew a condition that cannot but 
rebound to the credit of the Legislature. 
“ For six weeks the House did nothing but 
wrangle over clerical force and a host of 
a matters. It never got down to ser- 
ous work. Democrats in and out of office 
saw with regret the way things were going. 
They did-all in their power to right mat- 
ters, but without euccess. Clerical force 
was the disease that palsied the House, It 
was inevitable that it could do nothing 
good or wise so long as it maintained that 
nuisance.

The Republicans dare not obstruct such 
legislation. It may be put through in less 
than two weeks. 

The laws proposed to accomplish this 
happy end do not, with one exception, add 
any burden of taxation to the people. The 
exception is in the ‘case of the proposed 
tax of $25 on all drug stores selling liquor 
without a saloon license, The other two 
laws merely divide the taxes already im- 
posed more advantageously to the State 
government and to the disadvantage of the 
counties. é 

In the case of the dramshop license bill, 
which was suggested by Auditor Siebert, 
it doubles the amount now received by the 
State, giving it $200 a year and giving to 
the counties $400, without increasing the 
total tax on the dealer. 

Of course, in counties, the loss of revenué 
from saloons will necessitate an increase 
in the taxation of property. But many of 
these counties have an extremely low as- 
sessment by virtue of their great revenue 
from saloon licenses. Jackson County is 
one of these. 

St. Louis will be affected. She has about 
2000 saloons, and the loss from them will 
be baout $200,000. 

Another revenue producing measure pro- 
posed is an amendment to Tne foreign in- 
surance tax law. At present foreign com- 
panies are taxed 2 per cent of the net re- 
ceipts on ‘business done in the State and 
the revenue is divided equally between the 
counties and the State. It is proposed now 
to turn all this tax into the general rev- 
enue, Adding all this increase together the 
total amounts to about $1,000,000. 

It ig possible that in the end Gen. Will- 
fam Ryder’s beer tax bill, amended so as 
to turn the income into the general rev- 
enue, may be made a party measure and 
passed. Already Gen. Ryder is claiming 
that he is the savior of the State and the 
Democratic party. 


REVENUE REFORM IS SURE. 


Democrats of All Factions Agree to 
Support Three Bills. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 2.—The 
Legislature did more re-!l work yesterday, 
although it was done qnder the surface, 
than during all the weeks preceding. 

The caucus of Democrats late vesterday 
afternoon resulted in n agreement that 
all bitterness and factipnal strife will be 
made secondary to the needs of the State 
and that the majority shall be a unit for 
the passage of revenue measures that will 
relieve the State Treasury from_ serious 
embarrassment. 

It must not be understog| that the fac- 
tions have conceded anything to each 
other, and that there will be peace among 
Democrats on all questions. The factions 
have merely agreed to unite in the enact- 
ment of necessary revenue laws. 

But in reality, having joined together on 
this one issue, there will be less bickering 
on all other points of difference. Within 
two weeks it is expected the Legislature 
will pass several laws which will make up 
for the extravagance and waste of time 
of the first six weeks of the session. 

The bills that are practically agreed upon 
as party measures for the increase of the 
revenue, are three in number. One is a 
bill drawn by Auditor Seibert and intro- 
duced by Senator Dowell, providing for a 
more equitable division of the State and 
county dramshop license tax. At present 
County Courts are allowed some latitude 
in the levying of saloon taxes, and the 
result is that in every county the State 
is allowed but $100 a year, while the county 
gets $00. This bill does not increase the 
tax on the dealer, but it. provides that 
the State shall receive $200 a year and 
the county M00 a vear. 

Another measure practically — upon 
is a tax of $2 a year on all drug stores 
selling liquor without regular saloon 
licenses. he third measure changes the 
present law taxing foreign insurance com- 
panies 2 per cent of their gross receipts 
from business done in Missouri. At pres- 
ent the State receives half and the county 
one-half. 

This law will be amended so as to put 
all of this revenue into the general revenue 
of the State. It is estimated that these 
fhree bills will cause an?’increase in the 
State’s revenue of ‘slightly over $1,000,000. 
As the State runs behind each biennil 
period now. about $300000 with its present 
revenue, the three proposed laws will create 
a surplus. 

The caucus agreement was to push bills 
of this character through at once, and 
to allow nothing to interfere with their 
progress. Inasmuch as the Democrats of 
both House and Senate agree upon this 
policy, it will certainly be carried out. And 
it is hard to see upon -what ground the 
Republicans could object to any of the 
measures. 


THE POPE VOICES HIS VIEW 


Archbishop Ireland Says That the 
Late Encyclical Is Generally In- 
dorsed in America. 


ROME. Feb. 25.—In his letter to the Pope 
regarding the late encyclical on ‘‘Ameri- 
canism” in the Catholic Church, just pub- 
Hshed in Osservatore Romano, Arohbishop 


Treland says that now misunderstandings 
will cease, for we are now able to deter- 
mine the fault which some desire to con- 
ceal under the name of Americanism, and 
to define thorough Americanism such as 
understood by Americans.’ 

The Archbishop tries to make it explicit 
that the church in the United States is not 
threatened by a echism, He gays: 

“The distinctions and explanations con- 
tained in the apostolic letter are so clear 
and precise that the peril, which was not 
understood by all the people of the United 
States, but which I thought was to be 
feared, can no longer present itself. With 
all the energy of my soul I repudiate all 
the opinions the apostolic letter repudiates 
and condemns—‘these false and dangeroug 
opinions whereto’~as His Holiness, in 
brief. says, ‘certain people give the name 
of Americanisms.’ 

“The whole episcopate of the United 
States, in their own name and in the name 
of their flocks are ready to repudiate and 

mn them. 
oO Mont Holy Father, they are enmies of 
the church In America and falge interpre. 
ters of the faith who imagine Mere exists 
or who desire to establish in the United 
States a church differing a single iota from 
the holy universal church.”

Spaniards ins t6 Gomen teat They 
Will Help Him to “Get Bid of the 
Conquerors,” but No Worry 
Is This Caused.

HAVANA, Feb. %.—Cuban patriotism is 
satisfied. The insurgent soldier® have 
marched through Havana streets bearing 
their arms, and Gen. Gomez has been re- 
céived with military honors by the Ameri- 
cah military commafiders. Surrounded by 
them he watched 2500 of his soldiers defile 
in the Plaza of Arms past the palace. He 
watches these soldiers from the baicony 
on which Gen Brooke and other American 
génerals atoud less thah two months ago, 
when the last company of departing Span- 
ish troops saluted the Amefican troops and 
Captain-General Castellanos formally 
yielded the Spanish sovereignty. After wit- 
nessing the review Gen. Gomez went to Ve- 
dado, which is Gen. Brooke’s headquarters, 
paid his respects, and coffferred with him 
regarding the diSsbandment of insurgent 
troops. 

That is the next important step now 
that the Cuban celebration has been held. 
It is also important to know that the re- 
sult of the celebration has contributed to 
a better understanding and will help the 
disbandment. Expressions of good will to- 
ward Americans were genéral, The events 
of the day were creditable to the Cubans, 
and were also significant in the lack of re- 
sentment toward the Spanish classes. It 
was not & day of rejoicing for Spaniards, 
yet they could not fail to be gratified at 
he care taken to avoid wounding their 
susceptibilities. 

The proceedings were not solely in honor 
of Gomez, as this was the fourth ann'- 
versary of the beginning of the revolution, 
but Gomes was the hero, There could be no 
doubt of his popularity. It se@émed to par- 
take more of gratitude than of personal af- 
fection, but the acknowledgment of his 
leadership was universal, Some scenes were 
tropical in their emotional effusiveness: The 
climax was reached when Gomez arrived at 
the palace arid was received by Gen. Lud- 
low and other American commanders, 

The parade itself gave a govd o rtunity 
to judge of the sentiments of t eople. 
The Americans remarked with satie action 
that the Stars and Stripes were seen every- 
where. Th floated over buildings along 
with the Cuban emblem, wefe interwoven 
in the triumphal arches, and among some 
of the patriotic and workingmen’s sotieties 
appeared to be mote nutmérous than thé 
Cuban flags, 

When the hands played ‘The Hymn of 
Bayamo” the people went delirious, but 
they also went Wild over “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” arid “‘Dixie,”’ Boys from

twos ons, 

The Cuban troops’ themselvés received 
fewer evidences of popular feeling than 
might have been anticipated from the de- 
sire which had ‘been ‘ekprended to have 
them parade with thelr arme. Three- 
fourths of them were black cavalty, who 
had carbines of an old pattern and infan- 
try Mausers, Remingtons and Springfields. 
Nothing in the appearance or beuring of 
these Cuban soldiers was menacing to the 
future peace of the island. 

The incident Which attracted the most at- 
tention in the celebration was the blend- 
ing of the American, Cuban and Spanish 
flags. These three flags were surmounted 
by an emblematic banner, with the motto, 

eare, Harmony and Union.” No un- 
friendly demonstration met this suggestion. 
It was received in respectful silence at 
gome places and at others was cheered. 
Spanish ribbons were also siisplayed and 
one squad of men marchin among the 
Civillan societies vas pointed out as eom- 
posed of peninsulars, or Spaniards. Many 
of the banners bore titles sueh as “Peace 
and Concord” and “Now We Struggle for 
Peaceful Industry.” 

The célabration has left a peaine Ne pre. 
sion. No disorder ocoeurted ab- 
sence of rancor toward the Sesuian deans 
is causing favorable comment. These, wh.le 
quiet, are not aB sullen as Jan. 1, when the 
American occupation began. They are 
jleased at the consideration shown v4 their 
eelings. 

The Spanish new spapers tell Gomeg that 
they cannot greét him as either victor or 
liberator because “the Americans are the 
real conquérors and Cuba is not liberated,’ 
but they are grateful for his influence in 
establishing peace and concord and promise 
their adhesion in helping him to get rid 
of the conquerors, American officials are 
not concernéd over these utterances. They 
are gratified at the setitiment of friend: ip 
ness among the Cubahs which the celebra- 
tion has developed. They do not misinteér- 
pret this aS an encouragement to annexa- 
tion _ they will take advamage ¢ of the 

rood eeling to press the aio- 
soerate in disbanding the troops ghd ré- 
suming peaceful pursuits. The celebration 
satisfies the ma&Ss of thé péople and pre- 
pares them for serious effairs. 

Gen. Gomez, replying to the speech of 
welcome at the Se ace, 6aid: 

“When in war I dreamed of peace. I 
could not believe that the people of Havana 
would ever do me this éxtfadrdihary honor. 
I do not deserve it. I was born in Ban Do- 
mingo, but my heart is Cuban, and my iife 
has been devoted to the freefom of this 
prople. I am only one Cuban who loves his 
eountry. We have no rank here. 
all citizens. We worked to free Cuba, and 
will continue thé work wunhtil the country is 
reconstructed and absolute independence is 
nanny established,’’

This is the officia] list of priests who will 
compete in the concursus to be held short- 
ly at the Kenrick Seminary for the pur- 
pose of selecting a successor to Mer. Will- 
iam Walsh, the late pastor of St. Bridget’s 
Church, 

Father Daniel J. Lavery, rector of Holy 
Rosary Church, was also entered for the 
contest, but withdrew a few weeks agu. 
His reasons for so doing are attributed 
to internecine troubles in thé Holy Rosary 
Parish. 

All of the prospective competitors are 4dil- 
igently preparing for the ecclesiastical test 
of ability. 

Each has a legion of stanch and influ- 


ential friends who will await the result 
with interest. 

The examination wlll be on philosophy, 
theology, Christ:an doctrine, canon law 
and minor precepts of the Catholic.Church, 
The questions are now being formulated 
under direction of three prominent ecclesi- 
astics. Chief among them is Rev. Francis 
V. Nugent, president of Kenrick Seminary. 
Another will be chosen from the Francis- 
can Monastery and the third probably from 
the ranks of the local clergy. 

Being the first concursus of record: in 
this archdiocese, it has naturally attracted 
unusual attention. 

The prize is well worth striving for. St. 
Bridget’s is tne second largest Catholic 
congregation in St. Louis. There are 7U0U 
communicants in the parish, and the church 
is in good financial condition, the only debt 
being that recently contracted for church 
bells and the erection of a tower. The debt 
is not over $4000. This young Father Thos, 
Walsh, who is now in charge, expects to 
clear away before the expiration of his 
temporary administration. While there 
are great responsibilities attached to the 
conduct of two large svnools and a churgh 
with constantly increasing demands upon 
them, the parish revenues have always 
been equal to the expenditures and occa- 
sijonally leaving a surplus in the treasury. 

Another desirable feature of the pastorate 
is that the postion is permanent. At the 
diocesan synod two years ago, nine rector- 
ships in the diocese were made irremovable. 
St. Bridget’s stood at the top of the roll. 
It was qualified for the distinction because 
of the splendid edifice reared by its faith- 
ful, and to educational advantages which 
have existed for upwards of a quarter of a 
century. Outside of those made irremovable 
no other parish according to the Canon 
laws can now or at any future time be so 
diassified. 

The compensation attached to an irre- 
movable pastorate is not more than that of 
a simmple-rector. Both are entitled to draw 
$1000 a year, if the church receipts permit. 
If not, as Is the usual case, a percentage 
of 2% per cent is deducted from the pastor's 
salary and a proportionate amount for his 
assketant. 

It is necessary to have served 10 years 

the parish and in this diocese before a 
priest is eligible to try for the pastorate 
of St. Bridget’s. Applicants were scarce in 
consequence of this clause. 

It is common report in 
that ‘Archbishop Kain intends appoint 
Father Fenlon pastor of St. Bridget's 
Church, no matter whom the Examining 
Board decided is the most fit.

There are seyeral departments connected with 
the Mission.

The school 
from ,@mall beginnings has grown to be one of the 
la in the ¢ity. It°has an enrollment of 1500 
scholars, of which there are oftentimes as many as 
1300 in attendance at once.
